About to Deport 
Interned Germans 


4,000 ALBANIANS ARE 
NOW REPORTED TO BE 
RESISTING ITALIANS 


Salonlca. April 29.—Via London. 
April 30.—The revolt In Albania 
againat the Italian troop* of occu¬ 
pation I* spreading wider and 
wider, according to advice* to the 
Oreek newspaper Hellas. The com¬ 
mander of the rebels Is said to 
have a force of 4.000 men. 

Several hundred Albanians. It is 
added, have sent a message to the 
Peace Conference denouncing Ital¬ 
ian acts in Albania and affirming 
confidence in Kssad Pasha. 


Melbourne. April 10.—The Govern¬ 
ment of the Commonwealth of Aus¬ 
tralia plans to deport Interned Germans 
beginning late in May, it was an¬ 
nounced to-day. 

The interned, who are for the most 
part Germans previously resident In 
Australia, the crewa of captured ships 
and prisoners transferred to the Com¬ 
monwealth from the east, will have the 
right of appearing before special mag¬ 
istrates and showing why they do not 
wish lo be returned to Germany.

The nature of the indicated solution has as yet not been disclosed. 
It is understood, however, that the plan contemplates the giving of 
Kiau Chau to the Japanese in the peace treaty, with an arrangement 
for its return to China under certain conditions within a stipulated 
time.

Treaty Will Be Presented to 
Germans at Second Ver¬ 
sailles Session 


London, April 30.—In defending the I 
Government's policy of donations to 
the unemployed, Sir Robert Stevenson 
Horne, the Minister of Labor, in the 
House of Commons to-dsy said it was 
unnecessary to take a gloomy view of 
the unemployment situation. Since the 
signing of the armistice, he said, 4.000,- 
000 person* had been demobilized from 
the army and naval forces and found 
civilian employment, but 1 . 000.000 still 
remained unemployed. Eighty per cent, 
of the demobilised soldiers, fifty-five 
per cent of the civilian males and 
forty-five per cent, of the civlIljM 
women had been absorbed by the peace 
Industries. This was a remarkable 
achievement, he said, when It wo* 
remembered that the (>ntml Powers 
and Russia, which before the war had 
taken one-fourth of the British ex¬ 
ports. were still closed * to trade, and 
that China, Japan and New Zealand, 
which u*e<l to take another quarter, 
were virtually cut off owing to the 
shipping difficulties.

Luzzatti Says Allies Have Not

Paris, April SO.—A statement was 
issued last night dealing with the mem¬ 
orandum sent by ITesldent Wilson to 
the Italian delegation on April 14 with 
permission to make it public In Italy, 
and which was given out yesterday In 
Roma. 

A qomrfeYe copy of the President’s 
statement/ under the heading "Memo¬ 
randum Concerning the Question of 
Italian Claims on the Adriatic,” fol¬ 
lows: 

"There Is no question to which I 
have given more careful or anxious 
thought than I have given to this, be- 
> pa use, In common with all my col¬ 
leagues. It Is my earnest <|eslre to see 
the utmost justice done to Italy. 

J “Throughout my consideration of It, 
however. I felt that here was one mat¬ 
ter In which I had no choice, and could 
wish to have none. I felt bodnd to 
square every conclusion that I should 
reach as accurately us possible with the 
fourteen principles of peace which I set 
forth in my nddress to the Congress of 
the United States on January 8. 1918. 
and in subsequent addresses. 

“These fourteen points and the prin¬ 
ciples luid down in the subsequent ad¬ 
dresses were formally adopted with 
only a single reservation by the power* 
associated against Germany, and will 
constitute'the basis of peace wlthGer- 
many. I do not feel at liberty to sug- 
j gest one basis for peace wl.th Gerjnany 
and another for peace with Austria. 

Peeples’ Choice. 

"It will be remembered that In reply 
to a communication from the Austrian 
Government offering to enter Into 
negotiations for an armistice and peace 
on the basis of the fourteen points to 
which I have alluded. I said that there 
was on$ matter to which these points 
no longer applied. They had demanded 
autonomy for the several stales which 
had constituted parts of the Austro- 
Cungarlan Empire, and I have pointed 
out that It must now be left to the 
choice of the people of these several 
countries what their destinies and poli¬ 
tical relations should be. 

"They have chosen with the sym¬ 
pathy of the whole world to be set up 
as Independent states. Their complete 
separation from Austria and the com¬ 
plete dissolution of the Austro-Hun¬ 
garian Empire has given a new aspect 
and significance to the settlement 
which may be effected with regard, at 
any rate, to the eastern boundaries of 
Italy. 

" P ersonally, I am quite willing that 
Italy should not be accorded along the 
whole front of her northern frontiers 
and wherever she come* Into contact 
with Austrian territory all that was 
accorded her In the so-called Pact of 
London, but I am of the clear opinion 
that the Pact of London can no longer 
apply to the settlement of her eastern 
boundaries. 

Eastern Frontier. 

"The line drawn In the Pact of lx»n- 
dun was conceived for the purpose of 
rMtabllshing an absolutely adequate 
frontier of eafety for Italy agaimti any 
|M>salble hostility or aggression on the 
part of Austria. Hut Austria-Hungary 
no longer exists. These eastern fron¬ 
tiers will touch countries stripped of 
the military and naval power of Aus¬ 
tria. settled In Independence of Aus¬ 
tria and organized for the purpose of 
satisfying legitimate national aspir¬ 
ations and created states not hostile to 
the new European order, but nrlslng 
out of It, Interested In Its mainten¬ 
ance. dependent upon social elevation 
of friendship and bound to a com¬ 
mon policy of peace and accommoda 
tion by the covenant of the League of 
Nations. 

"It was with these facts In mind 
that I approached the Adriatic ques 
tion. It is commonly agreed, and 1 
very heartily adhere to the agreement, 
that the ports of Trieste and Pols. and 
with them the greater part of the Is 
trian Peninsula, should be ceded to 
Italy, her eastern frontier runlng along I 
the natural strategic line established 
by the physical conformation of the I 
country—a line which It has been at¬ 
tempted to draw with some degree of 
accuracy on the attached map. 

"Within thbf line on the Italian side 
will lie considerable bodies of non- 
Italian populations, but their fortunes 
are so naturally linked by the nature 
of the country itself with the rest of 
the Italian people that I think their 
Inclusion Is fully justified. 

International Pert. 

"There would be no Justification, in 
my opinion, in including Flume or any 
part of the coast line to the south of 
Flume within the boundaries of the 
Italian Kingdom. Flume Is by sitUr j 
atlon and by all the circumstances of 
Its development not an Italian, but an 
International, port, serving the coun¬ 
tries to the east and- north of the Gulf 
of hume. 

"Just because It Is an international 
port, and canhot with justice be sub¬ 
ordinated to any one sovereignty. It 
Is my clear Judgment that it should 
enjoy a very considerable degree of 
genuine autonomy, and while it should 
be Included, no doubt, within the cus¬ 
toms system of the new Jugo-Slavic? 
state, it should nevertheless be left 
free In Its own Interest, and In the 
Interest of the states lying about It. to 
devote Itself to the service of the cyan- 
merce which naturally and inevitably 
seeks an outlet or inlet at its port. 

“The states which it serves will be 
new states. Thev will have complete i 
confidence in their access to an outlet 
on the sea. The friendships and the, 
connections of the future will largely J 
depend upon such an arrangement as 
I have suggested, and friendship, co¬ 
operation and freedom of action must 
underlie every aim of the peace, if the 
peace ia to be lagging. 

"I believe there will be common 
agreement thaw the island of Liana 
should be ceded to Italy and that she 
should retain the port of Volpna. I 
believe that It will be generally agreed 
that the fortifications which the 
Austrian Governmsnt established 
upon the Islands near the eastern 
coast of the Adriatic should he per¬ 
manently guarantee, and that the dis¬ 
armament which is to be arranged 
under the League of Nations should 
limit the states on the eastern coast 
of the Adriatic to only such minor 
naval forces as are necessary for 
policing the waters of the Islands and 
the coast. These are conclusions 
which 1 nm forced to by compulsion 
of the understandings which underlie 
the whole initiation of the present

"And certainly It attains under such 
a settlement the great historic object 
which the people of Italy have so long 
had in mind. The hlstoricaf wrongs In¬ 
flicted upon Italy by Austria-Hungary 


and by a long series of unjust trans¬ 
actions which will before' long sink I 
oufc of the memory of man. are com¬ 
pletely redressed. Nothing is denied 
her which will complete her national 
unity. 

"Here and there upon the islands 
of the Adriatic and upon the eastern 
coast of that sea there are settle¬ 
ments containing large Italian ele¬ 
ments of population, but the pledge 
under which the new states enter the 
family of nations wllf abundantly 
safeguard the liberty, the develop¬ 


ment and all the Just rights of na¬ 
tional and racial minorities, and back 
of these safeguards will always 111 
the watchful authority of the Leagus 
of Nations.

adian boys well under the age of 
eighteen were Intent upon gelling to 
France even If It did entail a few 
•fibs” to the recruiting sergeant. For 
many months past Secretary Pyke has 
been engaged in the compilation and 
classification of a large list of appllV 
cants In British Columbia. At tb* 
present time considerably mors than 
one hundred ellglbles under the plan 
have sent In applications In anticipa¬ 
tion that the Australian scheme would 
be followed In this coutnry. 

Other Courses. 

Another matter wrhlch the British 
Columbia Commission has taken up 
with the Department at Ottawa is the 
question of establishing a vocational 
course for widows and orphans of 
Canadian soldiers killed In battle. The 
advisability of a "brushing up" course 
for the skilled mechanic who may have 
grown "rusty" In his profession during 
his several years of war service has 
also been recommended by ths local 
Commission and endorsed by the vari- 
ous soldier organizations in this Prov¬ 
ince.

HR BOARD SHOULD 
l HELP DEVELOPMENT 


Step in Right Direction, Say 
Local Flyers, Although 
father Late 


“It la a afep \n the right direction, 
but about two months too late,** stated 
a member of Hi* Aerial League of 
Canada this morning when discussing 
the proposal of tho Dominion Govern¬ 
ment to establish an Air Board. The 
speaker pointed out that it was ths 
first indication from Ottawa of any in¬ 
tention on the part of the Government 
1 to interest itself in the development of 
aviation, with particukir attention to 
commercial flying. 

When the apathy of the Federal 
Government was quite apparent a 
number of returned flying men in Vic-' 
toria and Vancouver gathered to¬ 
gether and decided to form an Aerial 
1-eague and do all in their power to 
demonstrate the practicabUlty of fly¬ 
ing. As a result two machines have 
been brought to the coast—one for 
this city niid the other for Vancouver. 

It Is believed that the activity of tho 
coast league has had a great deal to 
do with the action of the Government. 
According \o the new* from Ottaw a 
the House plans to lend great assist¬ 
ance to the deevlopnient of herlnl 
transportation. The board will consist 
of not less than five members and* not 
more than seven, and the chairman 
will be a minister of the Crown, and 
the naval service and militia will each 
be represented. The board will super¬ 
vise all aeronutlcs In this country, and 
will study the progress being made in 
other countries. 

From the report emanating from 
Ottawa it is gathered that the Gov¬ 
ernment proposed to establish a num¬ 
ber of aerodromee throughout Canada, 
and these will cotne under the control 
of . the air board. 

It Is understood that the new board 
will establish rule* of the air for fly¬ 
ing and tabulate a scale of altitudes 
at which various type* of craft will be 
allowed to fly. It will also Issue all 
pilots certificates and conduct medical 
examinations of pilots at various 
times. It will also lay down a number 
of precautionary measures deemed ad¬ 
visable and determine the specifica¬ 
tions of construction. 

If the Government had taken thin 
action a few months ago members of 
the Aerial I^eagnue believe that Can¬ 
ada would now be a formidable factor 
in the aviation world. It Is pointed out 
that many branches of famous British 
aeroplane manufacture* would have 
been established in c&nada now had It 
not been for the tardiness of the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

"If the air board is wisely develop¬ 
ed," stated a local flyer, ‘it will be the 
making* of aviutlon in Canada."
